Through Where Opposition Given 


WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, Aug. 21,—The battle on 
the Ancre opened with a sudden crash 
of guns of all calibre Just as day was 
breaking. Great billows of thick fog, 
such as are only on this side of the 
Atlantic, hung oyer the scene, The 
infantrymeneand tank crews’ could 
hardly see a hundred feet ahead of 
them, and the flare of countless blaz- 
ing cannon was smothered, while ex- 
plosions from their mouths rolled up 
into a continuous deadly roar, 

The fog was most favorable to the 
attacking formations, for it effectually 
shielded them from the eyes of the 
enemy, and at the same time caused 
the Germans opposite to believe that 
the attack wae not directly against 
them. 

“The guns sounded a long way off,” 
said one of the early prisoners, ‘so 
we consoled ourselves thet we were 
not to be attacked, Just then a tank, 
followed by infantry, rolled right over 
our position and I surrendered.”

On and after September ist house- 
holders will be called upon to make 
a further reduction in the consumption 
of sugar. This order comes from the 
Canada Food Control Board in the na- 
ture of a request and appeal that trom 
patriotic motives persons limit them-

Certificates Provided. 

Regarding the purchase of sugar, 
all public eating honses, hotels and 
such like places will be provided with 
certificates, without which it becom :s 
both illegal and impossible for them 
to buy sugar from the wholesale dea!- 
ers, This certificate, eupplied by the 
food board, sets out the amount of 
sugar they may obta‘n. In pusrthasing 
sugar they present the certificate t) 
the vendor or dealer in sugar and he 
enters up the amount of such purchase 
and when the person holding the cer- 
tificate uses up the amount allowed 
for a epecific period he can obtaii : 0 
more.

Tt is clearly understood that the 
miners are not on strike for higher 
wages. They say they are satisfied 
with the pay they are at present re- 
ceiving, as they are getting the max- 
imum amount that their union calls 
for. The poor cooking and the in- 
ferior quality of the food supplied by 
the company’s mine, and the condi- 
tion of the wash-room, the filthy state 
of which, they say, can be sensed half 
a mile away, are the sole causes of 
their quitting work. 


Mine at Complete Standetill 


The mine, which before the strike 
had been turning out about 1,000 tons 
of bituminous coal per day, is at a 
complete standstill, every man having 
walked out. No others have yet been 
found to take their places.

ALIENS OVER 16 
MUST REGISTER 
SAYS NEW ORDER 


All persons of allen enemy origin 
over the age of 16 years are now re- 
auired to register under the alien reg- 
ulations. Previously the regulations 
required aliens of enemy nationality, 
of military age only and having no 
permanent place of residence or abode 
in Canada, to register. 

Existing alien regulations also re- 
quire all registered aliens including 
certain. aliens of enemy nationality 
who are nevertheless well known to 
be friendly aliens in fact, to report 
monthly to the chief officer of police. 
By order-in-council it is now deemed 
expedient that certain of these 
friendly allens, namely, Czechs, or 
members of the Bohemian national 
alliance, Turkish subjects who are 
by wace Greeks, Armenians, Syr 
fans or other community, well known 
as opposed to Turkish regime, be ex 
empted from this obligation at the 
discretion of the chief commissioner 
of police, 


The new regulations provide also 
| that all ticket agenta and conductors 
of railway or steamship companies, or 


other officers shall refuse to sell tick 
ets or give transportation to any alien 


of enemy nationality who does not 
produce certificate of parole with no- 
tice of permission to travel from one 
point to another The chief officer 
of pollee may refuse permission to 
any enemy allen to depart from any 


place unless satisfied that he has com- 
plied with the law requiring every 
male person to be regularly engaged 
in some useful occupation,

Pay Visit of Inspection 


Members of the management and 
stock holders in the Northern Produc- 
tion Company returned from an ex- 
cursion to the company’s well at 
House River on Tuesday. The party 
included A. F. A. Coyne, president, and 
Cc. T. M. Sapeford, general manager, 
and the following stockholders: 
Messrs, Drayer, of Mannville; LAckfold 
and Davidson, of Biggar; McWhirter, 
MeLelland, Lieyd, Raymond = and 
Turnbull, of Wilkie; Thirsk, of Wetas- 
kiwin; Brant, of Camrose; and Dickan 
of Ponoka. The party left Kdmonton 
on Monday, the 12th, by C.N.R. to 
Athabasca, On Tuesday they took 
passage on a scow which drifted dur- 
ing Tuesday and\on Wednesday until 
afternoon, when it was taken in tow 
by Mr. Ryan's gas boat, reaching 
House River on Thursday evening 

Work at the well was making good 
progress and indications were satis 
factory. The drill is down 600 feet 
It is expected that the oil strata will 
be reached at not more than 1,009 
feet, which depth will likely be reach 
ed this season The atockholders ex- 
pressed themselves ae well satisfied 
with conditions and prospects at the 
well 

The party left by gas boat for Atha- 
basca on Saturday morning and ar 
rived at Athabasca on Monday, the 
19th, at noon, coming into Edmonton 
on Tuesday's CNR. train 

The weather was favorable through- 
out the trip, except on Bunday, when 
there was heavy rain all day Rasp- 
berries were very plentiful along the 
banks of the river, especially in the 
part north of Pelican rapids. As a 
consequence, bears were numerous, 
and the party killed four They also 
enjoyed some fishing in a small stream 
putting into the Athabesoa, 

At one of the upper gas welle at 
Pelican Rapids, the gas was turned on 


and lighted for a short time. The 
flame was nearly 70 feet high. The

The British Columbia catch of sal- 
mon has been practically a failure 
and packing houses on the Fraser 
River are operating at a big financial 
loss in most cases, according to infor- 
mation received, 

Many of the packing houses on the 
Fraser River have other packing 
houses at fisheries in the province 
and practically the same conditions 
prevalled at the other branches At 
present the price of salmon from the 
packers has gone up about one dollar 
and a half a case 


The action of the United 
government in regard to the fis 
jes In Puget Sound and Alaska has 
resulted in a huge drain on the Brit- 
ish Columbia gwutput Practically all 
the overseas markets for éalmon 
have to get thelr supplies from Brit-

Beginning to Doubt?

and the prospects for ‘‘world 
power.’’ That such a departure is 
considered necessary is cheering 
news. It suggests that the censor 
Phas not been able to altogether 
i keep the German people in the 
dark as to the way things are go- 
‘ing, and that such information as 
‘has filtered through or past the 
|suppression bureau has provoked 

popular misgivings as to the fu- 
ture. There has been little enough 
in the past to indicate any wide- 
spread doubts on the part of the 
German people as to the outcome 
of the war; in fact they have seem- 
_ ed, from what evidence has been 
fvajlable, to be unshakeably con- 
vinced that they could win, This 
hint that there is uneasiness pre- 
valent among them, so prevalent 
as to compel the Ministers to take 
the stump in a campaign of re- 
assurance, invites a hope that their 
confidence is beginning to crack. 


Prices or Wages 

The publication of the increases 
in pay secured by the railway men 
under the McAdoo award will give 
stimulus to the feeling among 
wage-earners of other classes that 
they also require a substantial in- 
crease in pay and that the Govern- 
ment should assist them in getting 
it. The inereage to the ‘ railway 
men was brought about with the 
co-operation of the Government, in 
order to prevent the dislocation of 
war effort by a tie-up of the trans- 
portation system of the country, 
Transportation is not more neces- 
sary to the carrying on of the na- 


tional war effort than is produe- 
tion, and those who are engaged in 
production may not unreasonably 
feel that the Government should 
be as much concerned in keeping 
them on the job as in keeping the 
trains running. If it was in order 
that the Government intervene to 
keep railways going, it must be 
admitted that some trouble will be 
encountered in finding a convine- 
ing reason upon which to refuse 
the exercise of Government inter- 
vention to regulate the wages of 
productive employment onto a sat- 
isfactory and equitable basis. 
Practically the Government e¢s- 
tablished the new wages of _ the 
railway men by permitting com- 
panies to raise their rates so as to 
collect the extra money from the 
public. Why, then, should the 
Government not also establish the 
war-time wages in other lines of 
essential industry is the question 
which will likely be raised for 
consideration. Failure to regulate 
prices in times like these invites a 
demand for the still less desirable 
expedient — Government regula- 
tion of wages. 


Gannot Shift Responsibility. 


Most of his newspaper friends

The C.N. BR. 


From Ottawa comes a dispatch 
that, ‘‘contrary to statements 
which have appeared,’’ the Gov- 
ernment have not yet paid Mac- 
Kenzie & Mann for the C. N. R. 
stock. The statement alluded to 
may be an announcement made by 
Sir Thomas White during the elec- 
tion campaign last fall to the ef- 
fect that twenty-five millions had 
been paid over—which was widely 
construed to mean that the stock 
had been paid for. Meantime, of 
course, MacKenzie & Mann are 
running the railway and _ taking 
the profits on whatever construc- 
tion work is doing. That the road 
will be taken over and the stock 
paid for some time after Sir Rob- 
ert Borden returns is all the infor- 
mation as to the future yet con- 
veyed to the public. 


Government-Fixed Prices. 


The food board has knocked 
down all restrictions on the use of 
pork except the most effective one 
—the price. While Canada is pro- 
ducing 25,000,000 pounds of pork 
per year more than normal, and 
while the Allies have accumulated 
such large reserves that they have 
taken their buyers off the market, 
the retail prices demanded for 
pork products have not been re- 
duced. It should be noted that the 
packing industry in Canada is op- 
erated under regulation and direc- 
tion of the Government. Respon- 
sibility for the maintenance of 
prices at the figures they attained 
when the Allied buyers were in the 
market rests, therefore, upon the 
Government rather than the pack- 
ers. The packers may very well 
argue that, as the Government de- 
cides whether and to what extent 
prices may be increased, it is not 
up to them to insist that prices 
should be reduced unless the Gov- 
ernment demands it, 


Hun Helpers. 


The recent round-up of directors 
of I.W.W. activity in the United 
States has resulted in a hundred 
of them being found guilty in a 
Chicago court of conspiracy to 
hamper the nation’s war effort. 
The particular means employed by 
them for that purpose was what is 
known as ‘‘sabotage.’’ Sabotage is 
defined as scamping work; or as 
the action of a workman in de- 
stroying his employer’s property 
for the purpose of enforcing a de- 
mand as to wages, conditions of 
employment, or any other object 
he may have in view. Sabotage in 
time of peace is a crime; in war 
time it is not only a crime against 
the employer, but treason to the 
state. In using this means, the 
Industrial Workers have been 
helping the enemy; and they can- 
not plead ignorance of that being 
the effect. Having tried to help 
‘‘Hunism’’ establish itself in the 
mastery of the world, they will 
have no legitimate complaint if 
| they are punished as conduct such 
as theirs would be punished in Ger- 


many. What that punishment 
would be searcely needs to be 
stated,

RE CITY ASSESSMENT AND FI- 
NANCIAL SITUATION, ! 

Editor The Bulletin: | 

Sir—Having read your article in the 
evening edition of the 14th I will con- 
sider it a favor if you will publish 
the following remarks regarding the 
serious eituation of the city. | 

The main cause of the present situa- | 
tion is the excessive borrowings by the 
city in the past, on which the interest 
payments are burdening the tax payer 
beyond the possibility of meeting the! 
demands, The slogan of our citizens! 
generally during the chimerically in- 
flated years was increase the assess- 
ment so as to borrow more money, but 
keep the rate down or it will interfere 
with unloading our holdings on’ the 
gullable outsider, and in order to not 
increase the rate, take more land into 
the city to increase the assessment. 
Our city fathers were most clamorabie| 
for agreeing to the demands of a mis-| 
guided public opinion, Their position 
should have been to curtail borrowings 
instead of fostering them 

Another error was to encourage and 
sanction the over inflated, and rid- 
iculously absurd yearly assessment 
values. 

In basing property values our late 
assessor Mr. McMillan practiced gett- 
ing from real estate offices prices at 
which properties were valued for sale 
purposes, and algo the amount at 
which sales had been made, regardless 
of the amount of cash being paid. The 
policy of the real estate speculators 
was to buy as much property ag pos-| 
sible, paying the smallest amount of} 
cash; price cutting very little figure, | 
as they intended unloading on some 
other sucker before deferred payments 
fell due. 

This policy has been faithfully fol-| 
lowed by our present assessor, and in) 
some cases he added considerably to 
sale prices, basing his values on what 
was being asked for properties in cer-| 
tain assessment areas. 

Every right thinking business person | 
who has given the city assessment any 
consideration, has been satisfied that 
values stated were a joke, as the in- 
filation was so exhorbitant. As to ap- 
peals from assessment, the charter, 
provides that appeal shail first be 
made to the commissioners, then to 
the council, and then to a judge, and 
I might also point out that if an ap- 
pellant wishes to get any justice he 
will not do so in either of the first 
two courts.
